Finally'she found herself compelled to 
believe jn the faef of her deformity 
jiiit ec#en then sli^ tried to train herself 
Clover to think ab mi it: and she disliked 
to have it spokor. i,l, 


Quite voung as she was, she said to 


herself that her life was ruined; that 
she was already just like any of tho.-e 
Very old women that nobody would 
evor fhink of loving; and with this gen- 
eral crumbling down of ail her future 
jjlanj,' and the, 'vanishing of all ' her 
fiiingpy'hope for happiness, she ccas»d 
tg consider life except as, wh.ut it reuliv 
is—H painful duty uno mutt ueeompli-h 
in ordet to reach a better condition. 


It seemed to her unjust that one's 


\vhol8 life should be spoiled like thftt— 
all at once—without some hope of com- 
mencing another and a happier P.\i-t- 
pnqe; and this idea, combined with ttie 
little ot What she could ^ aguely under- 
stand of the sermons pleached at the 
town c'hurch, on high mass da\s. 
brought'her to believe that if she would 
bjiip courageously endure this life she 
wquld'cqme back again—"straight and 
fiandspmg" in another life. 


She became very pious. Slip zgalou*- 


Jy begun trying to wearing out hor lift- 
by hard work—like certain needy folk. 
who believe that in abridging ea-h 
week's task by extra labor, they hastc-i 
the coming of their day of rest. To the 
hunchback it seemed that the day of 
her death would be a fair Sunday in- 
deed:

oomtoiie ciock in its wooden case, and 
* chair M low a prie-dieu. 


By day uhe used to visit the village 
folt They often gave her sewing to 
Sometimes they employed her for 


In the evening she returned to her 


dwelling by dark paths, ivhting her 
way with a lantern, and went to sleep 
thinking that another day had passed 
which would never again" see her d 
fortuity. 


Her ideal was "to get straight again. 


Afterward she had another idea—to 
become independent, or as she called 
it, "to become her own master." 
For 


she suffered sometimes quite as much 
from her servitude as from her hump. 
Although she did quite as much, and 
often even more work than others, cer- 
tain people always acted towards hor 
as if they thought they were doing 
a charity by employing an infirm per- 
son at all. 


In houses where children were, she 


used to pet the little ones. She had 
been particularly good to those of the 
first master into whose service she had 
entered. 


Sometimes she visited his house in 


order to make dresses for the girls, or 
blouses for the boys, 


She always hired herself out at the 


vintage season. 


And for a great many years she livsd 


thus—serving, sowing, digging, wash- 
ing, carrying baskets of earth for the 
vineyards, or pushing a wheelbarrow.

She killed time in this way—killed the 
weeks, the months, the years with the 
peculiar vigor of a Httle nervous some- 
bodv possessed by one strong purpose. 


Her particular wish was to die sud- 


denly in the midst of her work—to have 
the pleasant suiprise of hearing the 
good God saying: "That is enough!— 
come to me! 
She had a great fear of 


becoming old, infirm, incapable of 
working, and of inspiring pity by her 
infirmity and her misery. She had al- 
ways carried her hump without asking 
anybody's compassion; and she dreaded 
to excite pity.

They Can JSe Made Attractive by th 


l'l:intins ol' Treos. 


In response to numerous demand 


made on the Department of the la 
terior, Bureau of Education, for in 
formation respecting tree planting an* 
the celebration of Arbor Day, Commis 
sioner Eaton has had prepared a parn 
phlet on these subjects for genera 
distribution. This pamphlet includes a 
paper by Dr. F. B. Hough, Chief of tho 
Forestry Division in the Department o 
Agriculture, on planting trees in schoo 
grounds. 
Following are in brief som 


of the suggestions and statements made 
by Dr. Hough: 


To insure success in starting groves 


of trees it is advised to select from 
nursery plantat'ons or where trees have 
sprung up in open places, suih as tho 
seedling trees along fences, so tha' 
there may bo an abundance of tho 
small fibrous roots. The precaut'ons 
usually taken in transplanting trees are, 
of course, to be observed. 


As a school-room needs an abun- 


dance of fresh air and light, the trees 
planted on the school grounds should 
;herefore stand far enough away to air 
low a free circulation of the air. Asa 
general rule, even in 
the smallest 


grounds, a row of trees may be planted 
i) the street six to eight feet from the 
'ence line, but always protected by 
guards and hitch'ng "posts to prevent 
;he trees being injure'! by horses, etc. 
!n small lots the corners only might 
admit of further planting, but w.th 
wider opportunity tine ell'ects may bo 
•ained from the grouping of trees/and 
ipon still more extended premise.? 
such as surround colleges and acade- 
mies, the cultivation of trees may ba 
Utemptedin' considerable var ety, with 
a view of securing a pleasing com bin a^ 
tion of views and object lessons in silvi- 
culture. 
If thero be out-buildings, 


these should lie screened, and if there 
be an adjoining marshy spot, it ought 
to be covered with trees or bushes 
suited to the conditions. 


When practicable, got the co-opera- 


tion of tho owners of adjoining lands, 
or others who are willing to assist in 
planting the roadsides leading to the 
school house with an avenue of trees. 
It is wfill to, interest the scholars in 
thcso operations, and when certain 
trees ha\ e been assigned to particular 
scholars or to little committees to whom 
their protection is entrusted, the inter- 
est thus secured has resulted in happy 
effects. 


The intervals betweon ihc trees 


planted in linos, must bo divided by 
the;r kinds, the soil and other circum- 
stances. ' From fifteen to twenty {tet 
will generally be found tho pmper 
interval, but i'r, case ojf trees with wide- 
spreading tops thirty feet should bo 
allowed. Dr. Hough condemns a prac- 
tice that has been followed in cert a n 
irrigated districts in tho far West, 
where poles of cottonwood, without 
root or branch, have been set along 
streets and have grown to beeomu 
trees. While theso poles haytt lieoumo 
trees, the _Jroeq are short-lived.. 
Tho 


reason is OBVIOUS; for the branches an 
put forth at some distance, below tin 
tap, wh-ch dries up and rots oil1, loa-ung 
ft hole upeu to the rain. 
The lower 


end gives of!' roots around the edges 
and sides, but the middle part soon rots 
from the absorption .of water until i\ 
hollow space, is formed from one ^mi to 
tho other. 
A small tyeu WuuM outgrow 


such a Piilti in a few years and survive 
half a century after it was dead and 
forgotten. 


In regard to the kind of ^rc^s' to 


plant, it is advised a_s a rule to select, 
especially for small grounds, the species 
that gro.w na'turally in. the, region about 
and which will prove moat nardy and 
certain wlion transplanted. Thodooida- 
ous species would usually have tho 
preference, except upon grounds of 
ample size, in which groups and masse-, 
of evergreen trees might <<(ppe.af to, fine, 
advantage among those that stiej their 
[eaves in autumn.. 
Thero is one con 


dition, ' however, in which a screen of 
avergroens would be very proper, viz., 
for Ujo concealment of outhouses and 
other unsightly premises. For this use 
;he ai'borvitie,, Norway spruce, or red 
cedar in the North or tho vines with 
evergreen leaves in the South, w.quki Uo' 
most appropriate, 


In svlnOiinu trees regard should bo 


lad to their liability to injury from ac- 
cident, their tendency to sprout where 
jot wanted, the odors they emit, iheir 
longevity, rate qf growth, etc. 
'Tho 


American elm (Utmus Americana) is 
jerhaps least liable to accident from p. 
jruise upon the bark and th,ere. 41x1 few- 
of any trees to be m,qre generally pre- 
ferred(. Tho red or slippery elm, liable 
;Q be peeled by unruly boys, is admired 
only on private grounds. The sugar 
maple in many localities has a first 
)laoe on the list, but as one goes furthei 
iVest its growth becomes less slow. 
The box elder or ashleaved maulu af- 
"ord favorite shade trees m tho Western 
State?. fw$ grow well in Jtlio. mi'ddle 
atitudcs of the. Atlantic States, but d< 
not endure a cold climate. The p,oplar- 
and the cottonwoods gr°w rapidly and 
some of thorn e.{m, be mailo to thrive when 
jther. tpeeg fail. 
The beach, birch, 


;atalpa, oak, linden, hickory, walnut, 
ocust, chestnut, ash and other trees 
afford advantages more or less worthy 
of notice in the Northern States and 
ihero is a wide range of choice among 
:he native species of, the Southern ami 
'acific States. 


In wet places thp willows, alders. 


American )ar<.'l(, bl^cl? ash and, some of 
he oaks finil an appropriate place, and 
he gray willow is especially commended 
is valuable for a wind-break in the 
Northwest, where a screen of this kind 
iround a school-yard would prove a^ 
omfort in winter as well as a' joy in 
ummer. If d.Q<-s not require a sub-soil, 
ike juosi of the species; it grows from 
utt'ings, without roots, and it grows 
apidly in regions where many other 
rees can not be rnadokto live.—N. Y.

The Picturesque Capltnl of the Grnnfl 


Duchy of Kadcn. 


This, the capital of the grand duchy 


of Baden, is a curious old place. 
It is 


not so \ery old, either, as a century and 
a half ago there was nothing here but a 
hunting-box which tho Margrave CharJes 
Will'am had had built as a resting- 
place when out looking for game 
Every time that ho came to tho placo 
he was used to expressing his admira- 
tion of the beauty of tho site, and o.io 
day a courtier, braver than his fellows, 
remarked that it really was a pity that 
his Highness could not transfer his cas- 
tle at liadcn-Bailen to the spot and 
make it Irs home. 


"Well, if 1 can't transport the old 


sdilosi, I can at least build a palace 
here that will be worthy of thq site," 
said the Margrave. 


He gave orders to have the plans pro- 


pared, and when they were placed be- 
fore him ho took up a pencil and traced 
out a map of the town, which he said 
should be built around the palace and 
be called Carhrliuo. In the portrait of 
this prince which hangs in tho collec- 
tion at the "New t'astlo" at Baden- 
Baden, he is represented with this out- 
lined plan in his hands. I was reminded 
of Annapolis, Mil., when I first saw this 
place. They are not alike, but both 
have the most queerly arranged streets 
that I ever saw. 1 am not going to de- 
scribe the curious old seaport where the 
naval academy is situated, extept to 
say that there the streets run in a circle 
around the old capitol—or is it a court- 
aouse? It is twenty-odd years since I 
saw. it. Here the palace forms a central 
3olnt, whence radiate, on one side only, 
wide avenues, which are united by semi- 
circular streets. Back of the palace 
there is no town whatever, but the park 
and gardens are splendid.
